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Ray Back In Prison 
After Giant Manhunt

BRUSHY MOUNTAIN, Tenn. 


(AP) — James Earl Ray was 
tracked down early tiiday by a 
brace of bloodhounds named 
Sandy and Little Red, ending a 
desperate 54^-hour flight for 
freedom from life in prison. 


At the end of a three-hour. 


three-mile run through a wwxi- 
ed creek valley and up thickly 
covered mountain slopes: the 
assassin of civil rights leader 
Martin Luther King Jr. was 
found hiding in a pile of leaves. 


A few hours after Ray was 


seized, police arrested another 
of the six inmates who had fled 
with him — leaving only one 


fugitive at large. 


The 49-year-old Ray, driven 


and exhausted, covered with 
mud and sand, offered no resis- 
tance to his captors. His first 
words, according (o prison 
guard Sammy Joe Chapman. 
Sandy's handler and the first 
officer on the scene, were: "I 
feel good."

Chapman. 33, petted Sandy 


after returning with Ray and 
said: "She's the prettiest dog in 
the world." Sandy and Little 
Red are 14-month-okl sisters. 


The location of Ray's recap- 


ture was only five miles from 
the Brushy Mountain State 
Prison where he and the six 
others escaped over a wall with 
a makeshift pipe ladder on 
Friday evening. 


The sixth fugitive, Donald 


Ray Caytor, 24, was spotted this 
morning 
by 
a 
patrolman 


walking along a street in Oak 
Ridge, 20 miles east of the 
prison. Officers said Caylor had 
no identification on him and the 
patrolman brought him to police 
headquarters where FBI agents 
and prison guards identified 
him. 


Joel Plummer, state public 


safety 
commissioner, 
said 


authorities were delighted with 
the success of the manhunt. 


Caylor's return to the prison 


left only Douglas Shelton, 32. 
still free. 


Two others were captured 


Sunday: Larry Hacker, 32. 
Hamilton, Ohio, serving 28 
years for armed robbery and 
safe cracking, was the reputed 
ringleader of the escape; Earl 
Hill Jr., 34, Erwin. Tenn.. con- 
victed of murder and rape, was 
a former cellmate of Ray's. 


Another fugitive, David Lee 


Powell, 27, Chicago, was recap- 
tured Saturday. He was serving 
100 years for murder. 


Plummcr said Gov. Ray 


Blanton 
was 
"extremely 


pleased with Ray's capture." 


Blanton said earlier he had 


kept US. Ally. Gen. Griffin Bell 
briefed on the search and that 
Bell had kepi President Carter 
informed. 


Plummer said Ray's capture 


"concludes one of the largest 
manhunts in the history of Ten- 
nessee." 


The capture, at 2 a.m., was 


reported at 2:35 a.m. and Raj- 
was returned to the prison soon 
afterward in a squad car driven 
swiftly through the gate to the 
administration building. 


Ray appeared tired but alert 


and wide-eyed. His hair was wet 
and matted and his clothes, a 
black sweatshirt *and black 
pants, were covered with sand 
and mud. His face also was 
smeared with mud. 


It was not known whether Ray 


had eaten during the weekend 
chase, said Warden Stoney 
Lane. 


He w^s examined by a medic 


and placed in a prison hospital. 
Lane said this was "routine 
procedure." 


Lane said Ray would be 


placed 
in 
"administrative 


segregation" for three days 
while a hearing on the escape is 
conducted. "It is not solitary 
confinement, 
but 
his 


movements inside the prison 
are sharply restricted," the 


warden said. 


l^ne, riding with Ray, said 


bloodhounds pursued Ray until 
they found him in a wooded 
area, lying on the ground 
covered with leaves in an at- 
tempt to conceal himself. 


Ray's capture came a few

Escape 
Remains 
Prison 
Mystery

BRUSHY MOUNTAIN, Tenn. 


(AP) — The questions linger in 
the James Earl Ray escape 
story: 


—How did seven convicts get 


under a live electric wire that 
dangled less than a foot above 
the top of the prison wall? 


—Why didn't guards in the 


wall towers notice the breakout 
' in progress? 


—And perhaps the . most 


puzzling of all, how was the es- 
cape ladder, a contraption of 
more than 20 pieces of pipe 
screwed together, made in 
secret? 


Tennessee Gov. Ray Blanlon's 


theory on the 2,300-volt cable is 
that the fugitives used a notch in 
the wall to bypass it. 


Blanton said Sunday that 


investigators have found marks 
on the prison wall where it 
meets a rock cliff that helps 
form one side of the compound. 
There is a gap between the w^ill 
and the cliff, creating a notch 
that makes the wall lower at 
this point and provides more 
space beneath the cable. Inves- 
tigators think the marks on the 
wall came from a makeshift 
ladder used for the escape, 
Blanton said. 


C. 
Murray 
Henderson, 


corrections commissioner, said 
the gap apparently worsened 
because severe winter weather 
eroded the aging stone wall. 


Another theory concerns a 


power outage at the prison. 
Henderson acknowledged that 
there was an outage the night of 
the escape, but he said it hap- 
pened after the breakout and 
lasted only minutes. 


Earlier, however. Deputy 


Warden Herman Davis- dis- 
missed the idea that the power 
might have been off, claiming 
that "it is on 24 hours a day." 


The official explanation for 


guards failing to spot the 
breakout is that other prisoners 
collaborated with the escapees 
by staging a fight and other 
minor disturbances in the 
prison yard to distract the 
guards. 


The only gunfire came from 


Tower 3, a wall observation post 
more than 150 yards across the 
compound. It slightly wounded 
Jerry Ward, the last man to 
make it over the wall. Ward was

Bloodhounds Given 
Celebrity Welcome

BRUSHY MOUNTAIN, Tenn. 


(AP) — "She's the prettiest dog 
in the wrld." 


So said Sammy Joe Chapman. 


33. scratching the flopping ears 
of his sad-eyed bloodhound. 
Sandy, who — pretty or not — 
was 
celebrity 
dog-of-the- 


moment. 


Sandy and her 14-month-old 


sister. Little Red, were the 
tracking dogs who pursued and 
found James Earl Ray, ending 
the 
convicted 
assassin's 


unscheduled weekend outside 
the walls of Brushy Mountain 
State Prison in the small hours 
of Monday morning. 


Sandy and Little Red. with 


their handlers, prison guards 
Chapman and Johnny Newberg, 
33, are members.of the Brushy 
Mountain 
Bloodhound 
Dog 


Team. Their function is sin- 
gular. "The}' only track human 
beings," said Chapman. 


After Ray and five other 


prisoners went over the wall on 
Friday, the team's six men and 
six dogs were put to work. 
Operating in relays, they were 
moved by truck from one place 


to another — wherever there" 
appeared signs that one or more 
of the fugitives might 
be 


present. 


For the first 3fi no«rs the 


tracking wasn't easy, prison of- 
ficials.'said. Dry terrain doesn't 
hold scents well, and dogs tend 
to become confused under such 
circumstances. 


But a Cumberland Mountain 


cloudburst on Sunday afternoon 
helped solve the problem. 
"When the ground is wet and 
damp, the scent is stronger. It 
hangs on the ground longer." 
Chapman explained. 


When three escapees sere 


tentatively spotted in the New 
River area five miles from the 
prison Sunday night. Sindy and 
Little Red were fresh. They 
went in to replace another two- 
dog team that had been working 
the area. 


Soon they were working a 


"hot track," meaning the scent 
was strong. One fugitive, Earl 
Hill Jr.. was swiftly captured 
and authorities believed Ray 
was one of the two remaining. 


The two split up and ran in 


different directions. "We picked 
one at random." recalled War- 


den Stoiwj Lane afterward. "At 
the time, we didn't know H was 
tey." Sandy, tfce No. 1 doe, took 
flit lead wtwi Chapman, weuing 
his miner's 
cap 
with 
a 


headlamp, treking along behind 
at the tnd of a seven-foot leather 
tether. Following doseiy were 
Newberg and Little Red. 


The kail led down and across 


the New Hirer, a shallow rocky 
stream, along the other bank 
and up the slope through heavy 
underbrush to a logging road 
ami finally to a wooded area. 


There, 
Sandy found 
and 


sniffed out James Earl Ray, -49, 
covered with mod, txhausted 
and trying to hide in a pile of 
leaves. "I feel good," said Say. 
Chapman put the euffs on him. 


Later, back at the prison 


Sandy and Little Red were trot- 
ted out for a news conference. 


The dogs 
looked mildly 


interested, bat Chapman, a 
chunky mountaineer type, did 
whit talking there was. 


"When they catch that man, 


that's satisfaction to the dog," 
he said. 


What sort of reward do you 


give them, he was asked. 


"Give 'em a rest."

: county ordinance barring discrimina- 
-fion against homosexuals in housing 
and employment opportunities. 
I Winner of the anti-ordinance battle 
was Anita Bryant, a former Miss 
America turned pitchwoman for the 
-Florida Citrus Growers Association, 
who convinced the overwhelming 
majority of her fellow residents that 
the ordinance is a threat to the 
American way of life. 


Losing badly was the National Gay 


Task Force and a number of allies 
from anti-discrimination organiza- 
tions. 


Both sides are gearing to continue 


the battle in other communities whose 
local governmental 
bodies 
have 


adopted similar ordinances and the 
gays can be counted upon to seek a 
court determination of the quarrel. 


The basic contention is a life style's 


respectabiSty. 


'Matilda9 Was 
A Lot Better 


"Waltzing Matilda" is the kind of 


rousing song which most people whose 
Wood hasn't curdled want to hum a 
few bars of just at the mention of the 
name. It also has been one of the few 
songs by which Australians were 
identified musically by other na- 
tionalities. 


No more. By national referendum, 


the Australians voted in favor of "Ad- 
vance, Australia Fair" as their new 
, anthem. To each his own, of course, 


but somehow a song with a sedate tune 
and lyrics which begin: "Australia's 
sons, let us rejoice, for we are young 
and free. We've golden soil and wealth 
for toil, our home is girt by sea.,."— 
doesn't seem to match the Aussie 
image. 


One can hope the folks down under 


have not lost the zest "Waltzing Ma- 
tilda" symbolizes. 


If Socrates can be acclaimed as a 


philosopher or Oscar Wilde can be ac- 
corded one of the masters in English 
literature, then, contends the National 
Gay Task Force, the 20th century 
homosexual should be allowed to teach 
school, adopt children, and otherwise 
dwell in the openness that, is the 
unquestioned right of heterosexuals. 


Normality, the gays continue, is 


purely a matter of individual defini- 
tion and preference. 


The ordinance adopted four months 


ago by the Dade county commission, 
they argue, merely codifies into law 
'he 14th Amendment's requirement of 
equality before the law. 


The gays may have the better of it 


over Anita when it comes to puristic 
philosophy. 


If it is now illegal to discriminate in 


housing and employment against a 
man and a woman living together in an 
unmarried state and it is an invasion 
of privacy to ban the sale of birth con- 
trol devices, then how can the distinc- 
tion be carried over (oward the man 
and man, woman and woman rela- 
tionship? 


The answer has to be that until a 


major segment in the public is con- 
vinced of the ethical soundness in an 
idea, contention has to be expected, 
and if the idea is to prevail it has to be 
sold on its own merits, not crammed 
down somebody's throat. 


Socrates, Wilde and other greats 


from the past did not leave their mark 
on history because of their sexual 
leanings. They carved a niche by their 
works. 


Neither did they propagandize or 


proselyte their private preferences. 
They did not hide it. Neither did they 
flaunt it. 


If the vast majority,of the public 


questions the wisdom of a homosexual 
teaching school at least^fielow the 
college level, or of sanctioning 
deviates as surrogate parents, then it 
becomes felly to attempt to change 
that view by force of law. 


Had the Dade county commissioners 


given even a passing thought to the 
fact that a law is effective only as most 
people want it to be, they would not 
adopted the ordinance. 


As it was, they responded in the 


fashion so agonizingly typical of most 
' legislative bodies, that of yielding to 
the bluff raised by a pressure group. 


Anita simply demonstrated how 


completely the commissioners fell for 
a confidence game. 


Sjlx 
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Self-Feeding Plants 
Are A Possibility 


Population experts who are con- 


vinced by the Malthusian theory about 
populations growing faster than their 
ability to feed themselves so far have 
been frustrated by science. Everytime 
it appears the population overtake is 
about to occur, another advance in 
agricultural science takes up the 
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slack. 


It is natural to ask, how much 


further can agriculture go in develop- 
ing more efficient irrigation systems, 
faster-growing hybrid seeds, more 
disease-resistant crops, better means 
of fertilizing? Land, after all, is a 
finite resource. 
With the world 


population constantly increasing and 
occupying more land, isn't famine 
lurking somewhere on the horizon? 


The beauty of human inventiveness 


is that it performs best when the fu- 
ture is darkest, prompted by a strong 
sense of self-preservation. If scientists 
who met recently at Brookhaven Na- 
tional Laboratory look an accurate 
glance into the future, world food 
production may be due for another 
strong lift 


What the scientists representing a 


number of countries discussed was 
adapting an old- trick of nature to 
produce food plants which provide 
much of their own fertilizer. Farmers 
know that legumes — clover, alfalfa, 
peas and the like — produce nitrogen 
through their root systems. By alter- 
nating these crops with grains, the 
need for artificial 
fertilizers 
is 


reduced. 


Can plants of other varieties be 


produced through genetric manipula- 
tion or other means which can provide 
much of their own food? The question 
gains urgency because of the high- 
energy requirements of producing ar- 
tificial fertilizers. 


Experiments already conducted in 


Wisconsin, England and elsewhere in- 
dicate a cautious "yes," although 
work in the field is still in its infancy.

In Washington and New York 


alone, more than 20,000 men, 
women and children connected 
with diplomatic missions from 
other nations enjoy absolute and 
total immunity from U.S. civil 
and criminal prosecution as a 
result of an antiquated 1790 law 
that Congress and the Carter 
administration are now working 
to change. 


The present 
blanket im- 


munity, which extends from 
ambassadors to the lowliest 
household servants of embassy 
personnel, can have tragic con- 
sequences for Americans unfor- 
tunate enough to become en- 
tangled with diplomats shielded 
from legal action.

New York 
City lost some $5 million on 
Sfl'ooo unpaid tickets issued to 
diplomats. In Ixrth cities. Soviet 
and Israeli officials were the 
worst scofflaws. 


Most other nations do not 


grant sweeping immunity to 
diplomatic 
personnel, 
but 


rather a more limited protection 
based on the rank and function 
of the foreign officials assigned 
to their countries. 


These generally 
accepted 


guidelines on immunity were 
laid down at a Vienna Conven- 
tion in 1961, and the D.S. ra- 
tified 
that 
international 


agreement in 1972. But until the 
old 1790 law is repealed by 
Congress, diplomats assigned to 
this country continue to enjoy 
privileges that far exceed those 
of our own envoys abroad. 


After years 
of inaction. 


Congress-and the administra- 
tion now appear virtually cer- 
tain to limit the scope of 
diplomatic immunity in this 
country. But even under the 
Vienna 
Convention 
rules, 


thousands of foreign officials 
and members of their families 
will still be protected from civil 
suits and criminal prosecution. 


Under some circumstances, 


Americans injured by these in- 
dividuals can sue the foreign 
'embassies which employ them. 
Congress and the administra- 
tion are now searching for somi- 
mechanism to guarantee com- 
pensation for the remaining 
handful of potential victims. 


Carter Spurns 


Some Rivals 


WASHINGTON' - President 


Carter is treating his former 
Democratic persidential rivals 
differently when it comes to pa- 
tronage — he's being kind to 
Rep. Morris Udall and cool to 
Sen. Henry Jackson. 


He's also giving the back of 


his hand when it comes to jobs 
to Sen. Hubert Humphrey, who 
used to run for president a lot 
but skipped it last year. 


The distinction may lie in the 


fact 
that 
Jackson 
and 


Humphrey pose no future threat 
to Carter's occupancy of the 
White House, while Udall still 
might. 


The "Working Paper on Poli- 


tical Strategy'" which pollster 
Pad Caddell prepared for Carter 
in December suggested just 
such an approach. Caddell ad- 
vised "identifying and hopefully 
avopting the people who might 
help staff opposing presidential 
campaigns. 


x "One of the best ways to limit 
the potential opposition in the 
future," Cadcll wrote, "is to 
remove from the job market as 
any of those with the experience 
and (aienti n presidential poli- 
tics as can be accommodated." 


Caddell singled 
out 
four 


groups from which potential 
democratic adversaries might 
spring in 1980, among them the 
"liberal 
establishment" 
in 


which he included Udall, but not 
Humphrey. "For these people 
there is little risk in challenging 
an 
incumbent, 
president, 


coupled with overwhelming 
desire to do so," 
Caddell 


warned. 
'After the election, Udall, who 
had waged a bitter but losing 
primary battle against Carter, 
asked Carter to put three of his 
campaign advisers in important 
Administration jobs. 


All three have been hired. 


TTiey are James Webb, former 
city attorney of Tucson, who is 
in the solicitor's office of the 
Department of Interior; Jessica 
Tuekman, Udall's issues ad- 
viser, who is a National Security 
Council staffer; 
and Terry 


Bracy, Udall's fcrmw tegfela- 


tire assistant, who is Assistant 
Secretary «f Transportation. 


By contrast, Humphrey and 


Jackson have been batting just 
above zero. "We have been 
disappointed," a Humphrey ad- 
riser said. "There have been 
lots of people we really wanted 
in and nothing happened." 
Another Humphrey associate 
noted bitterly,'"They're treat- 
ing him as though he's already 
gone." 


".. .1 don't know how they arc 


picking people" the Jackson 
aide sighed."They don't seem to 
look to Capitol Hill a heck of a 
lot for appointments." 


A candidate for a Federal 


regulatory agency job asked 
Jackson recently for his sup- 
port. "I'll back you," he said 
gently, "but! don't (hink it will 
do you much good." 


Despite the lack of clout of 


their mentors, several former 
associates of both Humphrey 
and Jackson have turned up in 
influential 
Administration 


posts. But they got their jobs 
because they developed their 
own personal relationship with 
Carter and his' team, not 
because of their past political 
lies.

"Things are going reaj well 


here al the Lulcngele Mission," 
Lang wrote from Africa. His job 
involved maintaining mission 
equipment such as the three 
Land Rovers, a Leyland truck, 
the diesel generator and pump, 
bicycles, and 40 Mobylettes 
(small motorcycles). "I also 
help with the building and do 
the o'.her odd jobs that are al-' 
ways around. Quite often I drive 
the truck to town for supplies 
and occasionally go on safaris 
with the other missionaries, and 
help the 
pilot with airplane

Our main purpose is to decide 


wtethcr the person would make 
a contribution, benefiting him- 
self and whoever he serves," 
explained Steve Tidwell who 
was an SM in 1975 and chairman 
of the screening committee. 
"We want to make sure we don't 
send out someone who's going to 
get scared and come back after 
two months." 


Andrews university is one of 


10 
Seventh-day 
Adventist 


colleges and universities in 
North American and five over- 
seas institutions ufrich send out 
student missionaries. Since the 
program's inception in 1959, 
over 1.300 student missionaries 
have served in 83 different 
countries. Of these, 181 have 
gone from Andrews to work in 
such diverse countries as Cam- 
bodia. Lebanon. Ecuador, Iran, 
and Korea. 


Dnlike regular mission ap- 


pointees, student missionaries 
pay their own travel expenses to 
their destination. They raise 
money by work-a-thons or 
walk-a-thons, as well as by 
soliciting funds from family, 
friends, and supporters in their 
home towns. During their term 
of service, they are paid no 
salary — only room, board, and 
"toothpaste money." 
Accommodations vary. In 


some places students have lived 
with national families; in others 
they share apartments with 
fellow SMs. 


"I live in a small apartment 


attached 
to the, director's 


house," Lang said. "I live by 


myself except when someone 
comes to visit the mission, 
which, fortunately, is quite of- 
ten. We have running water that 
we pump ourselves from a 
spring about half a mile away, 
but we have to boil it before we 
can drink it. We also have hot 
running water that we make by 
building a fire under an elevat- 
ed barrel outside. . . and elec- 
tricity for about three hours 
every evening, as long as we 
have enough fuel. The first 
month I was here there was a 
diesel fuel shortage, so we saved 
the fuel for the pump and went 
without electricity. Diesel fuel 
costs more than S2 a gallon." 


During the recent war in 


Zaire, . fuel 
again 
became 


scarce. Because of the hostili- 
ties, the American government 
alerted Lang and others about 
possible evacuation plans, but 
the war never spread to his area 
of the country and it was not 
necessary to leave. 


Lang is one of four SMs who 


served in Africa this year. The 
largest group went to the Far 
Eastern countries of Thailand, 
Japan; Indonesia, and Korea, 
wtiere they taught spoken 
English as a foreign language. 
This language skill is of great 
value to those who work in 
government and business posi- 
tions where a knowledge of 
English is essential. 


Other SMs this year lived in 


Taiwan, the Caroline Islands, 
and Nepal. One was a gymnas- 
tics coach in Ecuador. 


The .notivation to take a year 


out of their formal education, 
pay their own way to a distant 
part of the globe, and work for 
no salary varies from person to 
person. Religious convictions, 
the desire for first-hand work 
experience in their major field, 
or for a break from school, a 
desire to see a different part of 
the world — all draw young 


people to the student missionary 
program. A former SM who was' 
sent to New Guinea explained, 
"It was the challenge, I think- 
that drew rne. . .1 knew that it 
wwild be a lest mentally, spiri- 
tually, and even physically." 


Whatever their prior expecta- 


tions, an SM's term of service 
often provides challenges and 
experiences that help shape 
their future. 


"It has given me a greater 


worldview; an awareness of Die 
inter-relatedness 
of 
all ' 


humanity and the need for in- 
ternational dialogue to help 
resolve national 
problems," 


nnted David Cadogan, who 
served in Tanzania, East Africa. 


Don Williams agrees. "The 


time spent as a student mis- 
sionary was decisive in my life. 
It was there that I became con- 
vinced that if God had laid a 
task before me, He would give 
the strength to follow through."

"A few years ago, a federal 


court ordered Ray released 
from his cell, from lockdown,"

No Problem For 
Blind Student

KALAMAZOO, Mich. (AP) - 


l)H\1d Brink can't sec what's so 
unusual about his studying auto 
body work. In fact. Brink can't 
see an.vthing. 


Blind since birth, the 23-year- 


old" Brink probably is the only 
blind student in Michigan 
learning to repair and rcflnish 
auto bodies in a public school. 


His class at Comstock High 


School is one of a numlm of 
shared-time programs operat- 
ing in the Kalamazoo Valley In- 
termediate School District. 


Brink and his classmates, 


since last fall, have lieen going 
step by step through the 
procedures involved in body 
repair — stripping paint, sand- 
in*, bumping out dents. 


Brink said he feels he has an 


advantage over his classmates 
in some ways. 


"There arc some, things there 


that I can see that a sighted 
person can't, because I can feel 
the area with my hands," he 
explained. 


"I knew I could do work like 


sanding and smoothing out car 
bodies. I can tell how smooth 
the surface is and where the 
rough spots are." 


He is learning how to bump 


out dents and how to brace me- 
tal car trim. He doesn't attach 
new trim, but he has learned to 
apply the special plastic needed 
to hold the trim in place. 


"I think he's doing a terrific 


job." said Kent Lownsbery. a 
skilled assistant for the auto 
repair class. 


"He's really adapted himself 


to it and has gotten to the point 
where he can walk up to a car 
and. by running his hands over 
it. tell you what make and year 
the car is." 


Brink has enjoyed working 


with cars since childhood. 


"I use my hands in my work 


and work with them in place of 
my eyes." 


Lownsbery noted that "it is 


not unusual for David to come 
up to a car and spot a rough 
area with his hands that other 
people can't really see.-" 


To understand David's par- 


ticular situation, Lownsbery 
sometimes simulates blindness 
by closing his eyes to better 
explain a procedure. 


"I once washed a car and 


tried to do it blindfolded." 
Lownsbcry recalled. "It was 
hard for me to tell for sure what 
areas I had gone over and which 
areas 1 had missed. 


"When I took the blindfold off. 


there wwc still some areas that 
wore dirty. David amazes me. 
He knows where he's going and 
where he's been." . 


Brink, who attended 
the 


Michigan School for the Blind 
and the Michigan Rehabilitation 
Center for the Blind, gained

•a South Moluccan terrorist, ac- 
' cording to one of the surviving 
; captives. 


The report of-the shooting 


• came from Saskia Soin. 48, and 
was relayed by telephone by her 


husband, who told the Associat- 
ed Press: 


"My wife did not actually see 


or hear the terrorists shouting. 
She was in a first-class com- 
partment in that section oi the 
train where there were no 
hijackers. 


"However, when she came to 


the psychiatric reception ward, 
some other released hostages 
told us that the W-year-old man 
was shot by one terrorist. We 


were not sure about who shot 
the 19-year-old girl." 


Hie two hostages killed «we 


.I.M.O. Monsjou. 19, and M. Van 
Hoarsel. 40. Justice Ministry 
spokeswoman Toos Faber said 
today it was believed that Miss 
Monsjou was shot by a terrorist 
who survived the attack but who 
was himself shot in the chest 
and stomach. 


"We think he shot her, but . 


we can only be sure when we 


have the report of the autopsy 
on the two hostages killed." 


Dutch troops stormed the 


train and the Bovensmilde 
elementary school before dawn 
Saturday and treed 53 hostages 
Wl» had been held for 20 days. 
Two other hostages and six of 
the 13 South Moluccans were 
killed on the train, and one of 
the terrorists was wounded 
seriously. Nine of the surviving 
hostages were also hospitalized. 


but all were reported in good 
condition. 


The four teachers held hos- 


tage in the school could1 have 
escaped several times, one of 
them told a news conference 
Sunday. But she said they 
feared the other group of 
terrorists aboard the stranded 
commuter train would harm 
some of their captives in re- 
taliation. 


"On one occasion, the Moluc- 


cans all fell asleep, and we had 
a key with which we could have 
gotten out of tho building," said 
35-year-old Sjaan Abbink. "But 
at that.time, they still had a 
direct leephone line to the 
Moluccans on the train and we 
feared for the lives of the hos- 
tages on the train." 


The six uninjured terrorists 


were split up and put in 
separate 
jails 
in northern 


Holland. The law required their 
apjK-arance before the public 
prosecutor today, but official 
sources said the prosecutor 
would probably visit them in 
prison instead of having them 
traight to court. 


Young 
South 
Moluccans 


among the community of 40.000 
exiles in The .Netherlands 
angrily mourned the dead 
terrorists as martyrs to their 
struggle for the independence of 
their native islands from In- 
donesia. 


"Our comrades were mur-

the sieges. But the committee 
announced in a communique 
afterward the members agreed

illusions." 


Asked iE that meant the 


Mulurcans realized the futility 
of expecting Dutch help lor their 
independence struggle. Justice 
Minister Andreas van Agt 
replied: "No. 1 cannot answer 


that question."

If horses were like prize fighters, the air would he ringing 


today with grandiose plans for a knock-down, drag-out duel 
for racing's 3-ycar-old "Championship of the World." 


The principals would be Seattle Slew, America's new- 


wonder horse, and the pride of the British Isles. The Mins- 
trel, winner of the English Derby. Pronounce it ."Darby," 
please. 


The site would be a neutral one — Paris. The event: the 


Arc dc Triompho. one of Europe's classics. Besides the 
thundering hooves of the season's most notable sophomores, 
the test also would match the wits of French-born Jean 
Cruguet, Seattle Slew's rcinsman, and Lester Piggott. the 
feathery British veteran who rode Tire Minstrel lo Piggott's 
eighth English Derby victory. 


Such a race boggles the imagination, but it won't take 


place — not this year, at least. 


"I wouldn't think of it this year," said Billy Turner, the 


tall, soft-spoken trainer of Seattle Slew. "It would be too 
much of a strain on this horse. Next .rear? Maybe, we'll wait 
and see." 


Vincent O'Brien, Irish trainer of the English Derby 


champion, had his challenge flying across the Atlantic well 
before Seattle Slew destroyed seven rivals in.the 1% mile 
Belmont Stakes and became the 10th horse in more than 100 
years of thoroughbred racing to capture the Triple Crown — 


the Kentucky Derby. Prcakness and Belmont. 


He became the first ever to do it without a single splotch 


on his record. 


"I reckon we would welcome a shot at Seattle Slew in the 


Arc dc Triomphe in September." O'Brien said with typical 
British restraint. "We rather think w'c could take him." 


Seattle Slew now has won nine races in a row. without a 


defeat, and he's going to be permitted to munch on oats in 
his stall and take it easy for a while. 


If anybody gets a shot at him in the near future, it will be 


Forego, king of the stakes winners. They say Forego is 
chomping at tire bit to take on this young upstart, niaybe in 
the Jockey Gold Cup or Marlboro Cup. 


"It would be unfair to lake Seattle Slew lo Europe this 


soon," Turner said. "Racing over there, you know, is left to 
right, on grass and up and down hill. I might get Seattle 
Slew accustomed to racing clockwise, instead of coun- 
terclockwise, on a flat track and on dirt. 


"But to try it on grass and up and down hill is unthinka- 


ble. I wnuld have to take him to Europe nnd train him quite 


' hard' before subjecting him to such a task." 


Some day. Turner and his bosses. Mickey and Karen 


Taylor and Dr. James and Sally Hill, may have to do it. This 
looks like a horse that belongs lo the ages — and to all 
continents.

LE MANS, France (AP) — A record fourth 


trfumph by Belgian Jackie Itkx in a Martini 
Porsche Turbo S36 may well have saved Ihe Le 
Mans 24 hour endurance race for yet another 
year. 


Thxph of the German car in this weekend's 


dramatic edition of the race dealt a severe blow- 
to the ambitions and prestige of the Renault Al- 
pine team, which had entered four ears and 
dominated the first part of the race only to see 
its entries knocked out one by one. 


"We just cannot avoid comirtg back again next 


year," said Renault team manager Gerard 
Larrousse, himself a winner here in 1973 and 
1974. 


He was clearly referring to the 8350.000 the 


state-owned French, company had invested in 
preparing the Le Mans team, hoping to sweep 
the event and then concentrate on Formula I 
racing starting early next month in the French 
Grand Prix at Dijon. 


"It would he silly to invest all that money and 


then give up as a loser," one racing expert said 
after the stunning Renault defeat. 


Larrousse, however, said an official decision 


would come.laler this month on both the Dijon 
debut of Renault's brand new Formula I racer 
and on the 1978 Le Mans. 


With costs soaring and the German Porsches 


dominating endurance races and the manufac- 
turers' championship, most car builders have 
concentrated on Formula I, and Le Mans has 
gradually slipped. 


Without Renault and its drivers, the race 


would have surely become a minor event next 
year. 


The winning car covered 342 laps, 2,919 miles, 


for an average of 121.650 miles per hour. The 
Mirage of Schuppan and Jean-Pierre Jarrier of 
France was a distant second. Another Porsche, 
a 935 driven by Peter Gregg of the United States 
and Claude Ballotlena of France, took third 
place, 27 laps behind.

ended his second marriage, sold 
the house he lived in with his 
wife, bought a new home for 
himself, and begun his llth year 
in Congress, his first in the 
Senate. 


Senators are a different breed 


of lawmaker, he says. They're 
clubby, more intimate, more 
discrete in what they say about 
each other, more careful,where 
they step so as not to crunch a 
colleague's toes. 
" "There is this kind of elevated 
importance that's been attached 
to the Senate that I don't think is 
altogether healthy." he says. "A 
lot of people think getting elect- 
ed to it is kind of a mountaintop 
experience. I think too much 
emphasis is given to that. 


"A lot of it is luck and chance 


as to who gets there and who 
doesn't." 


- Although he says he intends to 
be careful and judicious about 
taking potshots at the Senate or 
its members, he admits he's 
probably already stepped on a 
lew toes.

—.You may be going deaf on the 
job without oven knowing it, suy 
a couple of university scientists. 


"Hearing loss because of 


noise exposure is a very in* 
sidious thing." said Michael R. 
Chial. associate professor of 
audiology at Michigan State 
University.

explained. "You can compen- 
sate for it. even unconsciously."

Stebbins has been conducting 


experiments with monkeys to 
see what effect loud noises have 
on hearing. 


Using sounds recorded in a

plant. Stebbins has found the 
noise doesn't seem to bother the 
monkeys.. 


Eventually, however, they go 


deaf or suffer from near-deaf- 
ness.

, For the experiment, Stebbins 
puts the monkeys in a small. 


soundproof room and plays the 
recording. Every Ha seconds 
there is; a loud crashing and 
roaring'at the same volume • 
prevailing at the stamping 
plant - 126 decibels. 


After each crash, the sound 


drops down to a 105-decibel in- 
terlude and the monkeys gel to 
rest their ears. 


Millions of workers are ex- 


posed to the same kinds of noise 
for much of their lives, Stebbins 
said. 


In a recent report, the U.S. 


Department of Labor's Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health Ad- 
ministration (OSHA) said an 
estimated 38 per ^cenl of 
production workers will suffer 
hearing loss before they reach 
60. 


Federal government regula- 


tions limit the noise level for 
workers during an eight-hour 
period to 90 decibels, about the 
sound level of a power motor 20 
feet away.

STATE WOMEN'S CONFERENCE 


Liberal Abortion Laws Urged

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - At a 


dissent-marred weekend meet- 
ing, a state women's conference 
urged that the Equal Rights 
Amendment be ratified and 
abortion laws be made more 
liberal. - 


Participants at .the "Focus: 


Michigan Women" conference 
elected 48 women, including top 
slate political and labor leaders, 
to represent the state at a na- 
tional conference in Houston 
this fall. 


Dr. Nellie Varner. associate 


dean of the University of 
Michigan's graduate school, 
spoke at the closing session Sa- 
turday. - 


"If we as women do not 


lielieve we understand our own 
needs and lives tetter than men. 
wc-'ll never have the stamina 


and courage to effect change." 
L)r. Varner told the conference. 


"No matter how you may feel 


about the ERA. you cannot deny 
that inequality under the law 
because of sex is not and has 
never teen a problem of the 
Anierican male." she added. 


On Friday, a group of about 


2rtl ERA and abortion opponents 
charged that the" process of 
selecting 
the 
national 


conference 
delegation 
was 


biased in favor of feminists. 
That group, called the Citizens' 
Review Committee, vowed to 
carry its protest to Congress. 


The group's members stalked 


off the conference floor during 
the closing session Saturday 
when it became apparent they 
were outnumbered. 


Delegate workshops produced 


31 resolutions on subjects rang- 
ing from health care to violence 


against women. The delegates 
also approved 15 resolutions 
re-commended by the National 
Commission on International , 
Women's Year, set up by 
Congress with a $5 million 
appropriation to administer 56 
meetings this summer around 
the county. 


Among those resolutions was 


one urging ratification of the 
ERA. and condemning "any in- 
terference ... with a woman's 
right to control her own 
reproduction." 


Conference 
participants 


included representatives from 
organized groups such as the 
National 
Organization 
for 


Women and Stop ERA. as well 
as unaffiiiated homemakers and 
professionals. 


"I think a lot of good, positive 


recommendations have come 
from the workshops," said 


Carol Grossman, a member of 
the 
pro-feminist Women's 


Equity Action League. "Some of 
the women's groups here have 
never had a chance to come 
together for discussion before." 


But Joan Walsh, an Albion 


bomemaker. wasn't so sure.

goals, 


with such little input from the 
grass roots." Mrs. Walsh said. 


A few participants charged

approved rules and insisted 
every faction had an equal 
chance to nominate delegates 
and be heard. 


"I think the review committee 


is bent on one goal, which is the 
disruption of this conference."

William 
Mllikcn. "I feel we followed the 
federal guidelines to the letter." 


Those guidelines, authorized 


by Csngress, set up the state 
conferences specifically to con- 
sider women's rights issues.

power over the bureaucracy, 
and some lawmakers feel it 
might happen again. This time, 
they warn, they may have the 
vntes to override a Milliken veto 
for the first time. 
,Thc administration says the 
legislature's attempt to gain 
more control over how laws are 
put into effect tips the balance 
of powers between the two 
branches. And Milliken aides 
say the legislature has brought 
some problems on Itself by 
passing vague laws and relying 
on the bureaucracy to figure out 
what it meant. 


The administration is hacking 


suggestions 
from a special 


committee to retain present 
procedure but increase oppor- 
tunities for disgruntled law- 
makers 
to 
challenge 
a 


bureaucratic rule. 


The focus of the struggle is 


the thousands of rules and 
regulations issued each year by 
stale departments and agencies 
to Implement laws passed by 
the legislature. Such rules are 
important, because they often 
determine the direction and ef- 
fectiveness of the law. 


But legislators complain that 


the bureaucracy doesn't just 


implement the law they write — 
but often writes new law in set- 
ling forth its rules. They sax- 
creeping bureaucratic tentacles 
threaten to reduce the legisla- 
ture's authority in setting basic 
policy. 


Currently, rules submitted by 


the bureaucracy take effect au- 
tomatically unless a little known 
House-Senate committee rejects 
them 
and 
the 
legislature 


upholds that rejection. Thus al- 
most all are approved. 


But a bill now before the 


Senate would reverse that. 
Under it, rules would die unless 
the committee or legislature 


approved them. 


Milliken vetoed an identical 


bill which passed last year. He 
said it upset the separation of 
powers between the branches of 
government, and that it threa- 
tened to hinder government 
operations by blocking new laws 
when the legislature failed to 
act. 


In addition, others worry it 


would unfairly require a bill to 
win two full votes in the 
legislature — one on passage 
and one on rules to implement 
it. That could he dangerous to 
hotly-contested bills. 


Kenneth

Milliken's legal advisor, said 
some 
of 
the 
legislature's 


problems with the bureaucracy 
are of its own making. "Some- 
times tough questions are left 
unresolved, and they leave it up 
to the rules," he said. Then, he 
said, lawmakers complain when 
the bureaucracy tries to in- 
terpret a vague law. 


A special commission has 


recommended 
the 
current 


procedure be retained. But it 
suggested giving every law- 
maker — not just the joint 
committee — power to in- 
troduce a restitution rejecting a 
rule.
